In the matter of revision of tarift 
‘es, Mr, Hoover declared, the test 
main was whether there had 
been a substantial slackening of ac- 
tivity in an industry during the past 
few years and a consequent decrease 
of employment due to insurmountable 
competition in the products of that 
industry. 

The president emphasized that no 
discrimination agair y foreign in- 
dustry was inyolved in equalizing the 
a'iference in costs of production at 
home and abroad and told congress 
that in determining changes in the 
tariff, account must be taken of the 
broad interests of the country as a 
whole, adding that such interests in- 
clude American trade relations with 
other countries, 

In proposing a reorganization of the 
tariff commission, Mr, Hoover said 
that it should be placed upon a basis 
of higher salaries “in order that we 
may at all times command men of the 
broadest attainments,”

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Sec-

NEW ORLEANS, April 16—Early on 

a morning late in March the Canadian 
schooner “I'm Alone,” bearing several 
thousand cases of liquor in her kold, 
dropped anchor off the coast of Louls- | 
jana and awated the motorboats that 
were to come ahd relieve her of her 
contraband cargo. 

Captain John Thomas Randell, 
British war hero who commanded the 
craft, was quiet and unemotional as 
he gave an interviewer the first de- 
tailed story of the events that began 
on that March morning. He and bis 
ship, which now Hes at the bottom of 
the sea, have since become the central 
figurés in an international argument;

“But the poor devil got no fish- 
ing,” said Captain Randell, sadly. 
Mainjoy a few hours later lost his life 
when the ‘I'm Alone’ was shelled by 
the U, 8S, coast guard cutters Dexter 
and Walcott. 

Cloud of Smoke 

Just as Mainjoy prepared to start 
Lee's a little cloud of smeke ap- 

peared on the horizon, Captain Ran- 
dell knew that the people he wanted 
to see would come in smokeless gaso- 
line yachts, not in steamers; so he had 
the anchor raised and the “I'm Alone” 
stood off to the southward. 

At that time, declares Captain Ran- 
dell, his ship was some 15 miles off 
the Louisiana coast.

Near him were such commercial and 
financial magnates as Lords Melchett, 
Danesfort and Ashfield, as well as 
the portly form of the Archbishop of 
York who, no doubt, has learned at 
first-hand a good deal about 
troubles of industry both at the top 
and the bottom during his years In 
Manchester. 

The members of the house of com- 
mons gossiped audibly during the 
questions period, for everybody was 
waiting for Mr. Churchill, Premier 
Baldwin received a hearty cheer on 
entering the house. 80 did former 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald, and Rt 
Hon. Philip Snowden, chancellor of 
the exchequer in Mr, MacDonald's 
ministry, Right Hon, David Lloyd 
George, Liberal leader, came in a 
minute or so after Mr. Churchill had 
began his address and dropped into 
a back seat unnoticed. 

No Orator 

The government benches gave the 
chancellor of the exchequer a rousing 
reception when he advanced to the 
table. His admirers, however, would 
hardly claim he hae the veice of an 
orator born because his has a sus- 
picion of an impediment of utterance 
in his speech, Monday he spoke flu- 
ently enough.

Woodsworth Blocks Pass-

OTTAWA, April 16-——Threatened op- 
position to the present methods of 
handling divorce bills in the House 
of Commons became a reality Monday 
It. developed early in the afternoon, 


when the members found themselves | 


confronted with a list of 45 of these 
measures all standing for second read- 
ing. In the past the house might have 
run through the list as quickly as 
possible and sent the bills on to the 
private bills committee. 

By unanimous consent it might even 
have saved itself the trouble of read- 
ing the title of each separate bill, The 


bills might have been passed en bloc. | 


But Monday saw a most decided 
change in this procedure, From the 
moment the first of these bills came 
up for second reading, opposition of 
the most strenuous character develop- 
ed, J. 8. Woodsworth, labor member 
for Winnipeg North Centre, led the 
fight against the passage of the first 
bill as well as of the subsequent mea- 
sures. He made it clear he was not op- 
posing divorce. Still less was he oppos- 
ing the individual applications because 
he declared, members of the commons 
could not be expected to famillarize 
themselves with the details of all 
divorce bills, He was opposing the 
principle of dealing with legislation 
which the members knew little or 
nothing about. 
First Bill Passed 

Finally the first bill was passed on 
a record vote which resulied in the 
approval of second reading by a 
majority of thirty five. Party lines 
were ignored in the division, and the 
number of votes reported were small, 
an appreciable proportion of members 
not being in the chamber. 


But again the opposition broke out | 


when the house took up the second 
bill for which the sponsor was present. 


An effort to prevent discussion on this | 


bill, which consisted in moving ‘that 
the question be now put,” met with 
defeat by the narrow majority of 
seven votes, 

Finally, the second bill whigh was 
discussed got second reading also. The 
vote in this case was 68 to 47 against, 
a majority for second reading of 21. 
After an entire day spent in debate on 
these bills, the net results are that two 
out of 45 have moved forward one

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A NEGLECTED OPPORTUNITY 


In 1928 a total of 3,645,455 tourist 
cars entered Canada. The year before that 
the figures were 3,153,800. The increase 
for the year was 500,000 cars. At an 
average of three persons per car, more 
than 10,000,000 motor tourists came into 
Canada last year. The increase over the 
movement in 1927, on that basis, would be 
1,500,000. If these visitors spent on the 
average ten dollars each, they left in the 
country $100,000,000; an increase in 
spending by this class of tourists during 
the year of $15,000,000. 

Obviously the motor tourist has be- 
come a substantial and an increasingly 
generous contributor to the annual cash 
income of the Canadian people, and the 
traffic he represents an important factor 
in our national economy. Alberta, with the 
finest scenery in all Canada, gets a 
relatively small part of the proceeds from 
this traffic. Jasper Park, containing the 
finest scenery in Alberta, cannot be 
reached by motor car on any sort of a 
permanent and dependable highway. Is 
it good business to continue to ignore the 
opportunity to import money without ex- 
porting anything? 


IS THE DEBT PAYABLE? 

The Allied representatives have finally 
decided that Germany owes somewhere 
between ten and twelve and a half billion 
dollars; or, at least, that that is all there 
is any use in trying to collect. This repre- 
sents about one-tenth the sum that the 
supreme Council claimed on the eve of the 
Versailles treaty, and about one-fifth of 
the sum that was at first named as having 
been agreed to by Germany. Anyone who 
clings to the idea that spoils belong to the 
victor at the close of a modern war 
should recall the war-time declarations 
that Germany would have to "pay for the 
war’, and then ponder the significance 
that the most the Allies now demand is 
one dollar in ten of the out-of-pocket cost 
and damage. 

At that, the Allied representatives at 
Paris are a cheerful lot if they expect to 
get this tithe of the original damage bill. 
Scattered over 58 years, it involves annual 
payments running up to $600,000,000 per 
year. The whole revenue of the Dominion 
of Canada last year was $459,000,000. 
Germary has six times our population. 
But that it can carry on the business of 
government and pay any such colossal 
sum year after year into foreign treas- 
uries requires a large amount of faith in 
the Teutonic genius for finance. The more 
so that Germany will have to do its paying 
with exported goods; and the Allies do 
not want its goods, and do not want these 
to compete in neutral markets with their 
own goods. Bearing that in mind; sup- 
posing Germany can pay, the question re- 
mains whether the Allies can afford to 
accepl payment, 


FRIEDA SCHNEIDER 


Edmonton people have been astounded 
and humiliated-—as they had every reason 
to be—by the tragic circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Frieda Schneider. 
That such a thing could happen was in- 
credible until it actually occurred. It 
occurred through a series of blunders, 
which were made possible by the fact that 
Edmonton, though now a large city, is 
still trying to get along with some of the 
equipment, practices and traditions of 
small town days. 

The first blunder was in taking the 
girl to the police cells. She should never 
have gone there. She was taken into 
sustody on an allegation that she had 
taken poison. She admitted having done

arrested, she should have been 
a hospital not to the police 
When a man tries to suicide with 

1 fails, he is not put in jail. 


lie is hurried to the hospital and doctors 
re summoned. to try and save his life. 
(hat should have been done with the 
Schneider girl. Quite likely she would have 
died; but the city and its officials would 
have been blameless. 

The second blunder was that when she 
was taken to the police station it was 
nobody's particular business to give her 
medical attention. We have no police 
doctor. The medical officer of health: has 
been acting in that capacity, on request 
from the police, But that is not part of 


city’s health department. No doubt he 
erred in not recommending that the girl 
be sent to hospital. So did the other 
physician who was called in to consult 
with him. They were deceived by her ap- 
pearance, and didn’t believe she was in 
danger. <A police doctor, used to dealing 


with such cases, would have taken no 
chances. 
When the girl came up for trial, 


Magistrate Murphy suggested that she 
should be sent to hospital, but could do no 
more than suggest. Blunder number three 
seems to be that, in our village way of 
handling such matters, even a magistrate 
has not power to order a sick prisoner out 
of the cells and into some place where 
proper medical treatment can be given. 

To these circumstances add the fact 
that our “lock up” deserves all that has 
been said about it as an unfit place in 
which to house well people, to say nothing 
about sick people. With no infirmary at- 
tached, and not even a doctor in regular 
attendance, that abode of gloom and 
misery is no proper place to incarcerate 
anyone whose worst offence is that he is 
accused of some violation of the law—of 
which he may be innocent. 

It is too late to do anything for Frieda 
Schneider. But it is not too late to pre- 
vent a recurreice of the tragedy that has 
thrown a lurid light upon the conditions 
which surround anyone who is “sick and 
in prison” at the police station. That dis- 
tressing affair has shown that at least 
these things should be done, and done 
forthwith :— 

Some one on the police force should be 
given authority to order a prisoner to 
hospital for examination and treatment, 
without waiting for a recommend from 
any one or standing on ceremony of any 
sort; 
A police doctor should be appointed 
and made directly responsible for the 
health of prisoners; 

A magistrate should be empowered to 

order a prisoner into hospital for examina- 
tion or treatment, even against the opinion 
of police officers or police doctor if neces- 
sary; ? 
And Edmonton should provide accom- 
modation for prisoners held at the police 
station which will conform to the principle 
that every person is innocent until he is 
proven guilty, and entitled to decent treat- 
ment whether guilty or innocent.

Fourth, Yes! The extreme intro- 
verts are definitely more eer to pre- 
sent psychopatic and neurotic symp- 
toms, and the same is true of the 
markedly introverted personalities. 

Third, Yes! The proportion of in- 
troverts among the intellectual class- 
es, lives by a reasoned program, fond 
of ideas, principles, abstractions—in 
brief, students—is greater than among 
those not of this type and greater 


also —than in the average run of men 
and women, 

Second. Here a “yes” or “no” an- 
swer is no longer possible, If by in- 
telligence you mean any and all of 
the varieties of mental fitness, mak- 
ing for the right solution of the many 
orders of problems that the situations 
of life present, for certain types of 
problems the predominantly intro- 
verted have the advantage, and for 
others the predominantly extraverted, 
and for others, the two sets of ad- 
vantage will be balanced mor or less. 
Extraverts and introverts are of all 
grades of intelligence. 

First, Again a definite answer 1s 
possible only if the question is divided 
and distinctions are drawn, For busi- 
ness and worldly affairs, the extra- 
verted tendency of mind has the ad- 
vantages; for that type of interest and 
the capacity which goes with it are 
congenial to the direction of energy 
into objective ,matter-of-fact prob- 
lems, which is the extravert’s domain 
As to “martial,” there’s the rub! It 
depends so much on the kind of hus- 
band, or kind of wife, or both, The 
safest answer is that both may steer 
the ship of matrimony well and both 
may prove indifferent pilots. Very 
marked types find mutual adapta- 
tion more of a problem than more 
average types, 

A few general considerations: ‘The 


extraverted type is the more com- 
mon, the more normal, He {s the 
standard man interested in things, 


the machinery of life, likewise in 
“mixing” with others, in expressing 
himself freely, The introvert is more 
self-centred tends when troubled to 
withdraw, perhaps to brood, is hesi- 
tant, and has to prod himself to keep 
going. Hamlet is the typical extreme 
introvert, 

There are many varieties of both 
classes, One psychologist lsts the 
true extravert as the restrained, the 
unaccepted, the suggestible, the con- 
formist, the fighting extravert; and 
the true introvert as the defensive, 
the compensated, the fearful, the 
hating, the negativistic, the sneaking, 
the inferior, Most of us are mixed in 
type, not so decidediy one or the 
other, but with a tendency to find the 
greater interest and satisfaction in 
the outer world of things and doings, 
or in the inner world of ideas.

What, then, explains their success 
and your little hope of attaining it? 

First, there is the matter of self- 
confidence.

DETAILS OF MAKE-UP 


Every small detail counts in the 
rocess of applying make-up artis- 

Ny, In the first place, the skin 
must be clean. If it {s too dry or too | 
oily, suitable correctives must be ap- 
plied before powder and rouge are 
put on) Just the right amount of 
cosmetics, of exactly the right shade 
should be used. The placing of rouge 
on the cheeks and on the mouth js 
an art in itself, 

In general, face powders and rouges 
with a crédimy OF Yellowish Linge are 
most becoming. Pure pinks and 
whites are “seldom met with as com- 

lexion tints, There {5 a little yellow 
in the fairest skin. Do not, however 
fly to the opposite extreme and 
choose unnatural orange shades, Dark 
purplish redg are not youthful and 
should, in most cases, be avoided, or | 
else blended with a lighter red. Ivory, 
natural or nude, flesh, rachel and 
ochre. provide a graduation of (tints 
from which any girl or woman can 
select the powder that harmonizes 
with her skin, 

After selecting the shade of powder 
and rouge that is most becoming, you 
are ready to apply them to the best 
advantage, As I said above, the skin 
must first be cleansed, Use cleansing 
cream for this purpose and wipe it 
off, If your skin is olly, moisten a 
piece of clean cotton in an astringent 
lotion and wipe off the last traces of 
the cream, If your skin is dry, rub 
on a thin film of food cream to act 
as powder base. If it is neither too 
dry nor too oily, apply make-up di- 
rectly after wiping off the cleansing 
cream, 

Apply the rouge a little at a time 
studying your face from all angles 
as you do so, Do not let any rouge 
come on your cheek as far down as 
the lobes of the ears; keep it on the 
upper part of your cheeks, but do not 
let it spread to the temples. The 
rouge should be applied in an in- 
verted, iriangular form, the curved 
base of the triangle coming under the 
eye and the apex pointing downward 


and inward toward the chin, All 
edges should be blended to avoid 
harsh lines, Experiment with the 


placing of the apex of the triangle 
Note how your face seems narrower 
when the apex is brought near your 
nose and wider when it is carried 
back toward the angle of your jaw 

Now, dust on your face powder 
using it sparingly and smoothing it 
downward with a clean puff so that 
the facial hairs will lie down, 

When applying lipstick, open your 
mouth a little, Put a little color on 
the center of the lips and blend it to- 
ward the ends with the ball of your 
finger. If your mouth is large, keep 
the color within the natural edges of 
the ps, but if it is small let the 
color come a trifle over the edges, 

The last step is to remove excess 
powder from the eyebrows and lashes 
with a small eyebrow brush,
